HE VIEW FROM THE PEAI

When the opportunity presents itself to view and 
photograph steam, diesel and even model railroads, 
attend a big hamfest, dinner and club meeting, and 
to also visit family and friends while doing so, that’s 
enough to get me up and moving over the road. So it 
was that we departed our home in the Rockies in 
mid-September for Iowa, Michigan and Ohio and 
points in between and either side thereof, 


Once again I quickly learned if you'll just pick up 
the mic and enter a conversation with a stranger, 
you'll likely make a new friend or two... For example, 
here’s how it went on the first leg ofthis trip, 


After passing Denver and turning northeasterly 
on I-76, I checked in to the Ft, Morgan, CO 147.24 
repeater on the high plains; on my last two trips 
through, it had been off the air, Not so this time; 
NOJRS came back to my call. Linn is a teacher at a 
local high school, He tries to inspire interest by the 
students in amateur radio; his class in photography 
this day was listening, via his walkie-talkie, to our 
conversation, 


Since photography is an old interest of mine, [told 
him of my putting in a number of years asa volunteer 
doing police photography for several departments in 
southeastern Michigan. This opened the door for the 
students and the instructor, for questions then came 
at me thick and fast to recount my experiences, 


Soon, N9LHC checked in, commenting that he 
was the full-time photographic evidence technician 
for the McComb, Illinois Sheriff's Department. He 
was enroute to attend a meeting on the law and 
photography at Ft.

The Rampart HamVision Net- 
work is initiating an ATV repeater for standard fast- 
scan (National Standards Television Committee, 
NSTC) signals in the Pikes Peak region! Allyou need 
to do to receive the television sigs is to install a 
ham-type 450 MHz antenna and plug it into your 
"cable-ready" television or VCR. Cable channel 59 
will receive ham ATV 433.25 MHz; cable channel 58 
will receive ATV 426.25 MHz (AFC shift from 427.25 
MHz) and cable channel 57 will receive ham ATV 
421.25 MHz. All legal and FUN! 


‘The RHVN plans to transmit full color television 
signals to the region soon from repeaters on 
‘Cheyenne Mountain, and/or a site on the Rampart 
Range, overlooking most of Colorado Springs and 
eastern area. The Rampart HamVision Network 
needs supporters for the ATV repeater. Brave, in- 
trepid, exploratory, and Adventuresome hams are 
needed to assist in establishing a viable ATV 
repeater for the region. Initially, the inputs are 
planned to be 923.25 MHz (cross-band) and one of 
the "in-band" 450 MEIz freqs.
